Adco — The  addition  of  Adco  to  the  compost  pile,  or  to  other 
vegetable  refuse,  grass  clippings,  leaves,  etc.,  at  the  rate  of  two 
pounds  to  each  wheelbarrow  load  of  refuse,  will  produce  a  clean, 
odorless  manure  within  three  or  four  months.
